Assimilare lo Stato ad una branca della 
produzione e quasi un'irriveronza, un sacri- 
legio. Ma gli afFari, dice il Proudhon, non 
sono sascettibili di misticismo. 
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Essi hanno pei' formula il pareggio dei 
conti e, quand'ancbe si persistesse a fare 
dello Siuto un'einanazione diretta de ia di- 
vinit&,. non verrebbe percio meno la conta- 
bilita in materia d' imposta.

ritto moderno, fondata sullo scambio e sul- 
la concorrenza economico-privata. 

La teoriea dello scambio di servigipulj- 
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blici con ricchezze private ideata dal Proiidhon 
a base e foodamento deirimposta, e tult'al- 
tro che esatta ed accettabile.
